Thnt both men fought for a new social 


foundation, tll.lt each claimed to bo free 
from many of the conventional rules of life, 
are not sufficient grounds for similarity. 
KouGsoim and Mill wore otherwise antipodal. 
Whilst Mill rejected much, he endeavored 
for a law for himself, and Kousseau fought 
rather against all law and for a return to a 
life of nature. With 5B11 all is steady; 
the river ilowa calmly to tho sea; the end he 
proposes to himself is seen at starting, and 
is pursued with consistent principle. With 
Kousseau it ia different. 
He is literally 


struck suddenly as St. Paul, and is dazzled 
with the new evangel. He staggers under 
the 
tumultuous 
thoughts 
which throb 


through his brain, and it is out of an ef- 
fervescence like this, which lasts for some 
time, his "Social Contract" issues, as the 
imago of: Perseus came from the mold of 
Benvenuto Cellini. It is no wort coldly 
couceived, coldly executed, as Mill's, but a 
work of genius which, with all its faults, was 
to move men and to disturb the ages. 


We do not pretend to say what sort of in- 


fluence Mill is destined to have; wp doubt 
his being more than n mild alterative; but 
there can bo no question thatJEouEseauthrew 
a bomb into n powder magazine. 
The char- . 


ncters of tho men were totally dissimilar. 
Mill passes through childhood without being 
suffered to bo a child. 
His father strips his 


world of faith, whilst Housseau's father fed 
his sou's imagination unduly; aud whilst 
KuoBseau yielded to emotion on every occa- 
sion, and thought uot to do so was to lose a 
portion of life, John Stuart Mill was taught 
to hate poetry, and to hold all passionate 
emotion in contempt. 
Yet, injurious in 


many ways as way the training of Mill, still 
it was training. 
A purpose was sought 


after, and tastes and predictions had to be 
sacrificed. To such an extent was the poet- 
ry of lifo denied to him, that ho became do- 
pressed and saddened, waded through days 
of doubt and darkness, and settled at last 
in the belief that happiuess could only bo 
found if it were uot sought—Which is cer- 
tainly the starting point of all real happi- 
uess. Hill's views aro laid in tho earth, and 
whatever is true will yield its fruit. 
Bous- 


seau died before tlio great explosion, aud 
only his bust received the honor of his doc- 
trines.—[Temple Bar.
